Prune M inister Churchill declared today "the c a m ­ 
paign of 1944 in Europe will he (lie most .severe and costly" yet u n d ertak en 
by the Allies, but he asserted th at th e Russians have wrecked t h e ’ Nazi 
war m achine and inflicted wounds “that may well prove fatal." 
The back of th e G erm an U-boat w arfare bas been broken, th e British 
war leader declared, an d the trem endous aerial blows upon the Reich 
Ila vc bren one of the prime to n e s iii the im pending ruin of the Hitler 
regime." 
In an address broadcast to th e world, C hurchill said "I am myself 
proceeding on th e assum ption that the cam paign of 1944 in Europe will 
be tilt' most severe and most costly to the Allies yet fought. 
"We must strain every nerve for its successful accom plishm ent. 
Thfs 
I is no time for relaxation." 
Hitler still lias 400 divisions, promises a desperate struggle, and "we 
cannot exclude the possibility of new form s of attack upon this island."
